John Glen, Virgil Grissom, Alan Shepard, 
Ed White (ceremony held at the NSHS gym.) 


1969-70 Feb 25, Addition to White Elementary---music 
room, boys & girls bathrooms, general storage, 
& Multi-purpose room. (See Blueprint)
